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And Distracting Life 


 Ertra-curricular Activities Found 
Burdening Academic Work 











Toronto, Ont.—(CUP)—"Students 
In our universities are being ‘clubb- 
ed' to death”, said President Syd- 
ney Smith of the University of 
Toronto in his recent Annual Re- 
port. “Extra-curricular activity is 
reaching a point where it is becom- 
ing a burden in University life,” 
he said. 

“No longer need the student fear 
that he may be entering an aca- 
demic retreat when he comes to the 
university. Indeed, it is doubtful 
if the average citizen faces in his 
daily life a world so diverse and 
distracting as the one that con- 
fronts the undergraduate.” 

In the report, Dr. Smith stated 
that extra-curricular. activities at 
the Universitiy of Toronto will 
have to come under careful scruti- 
ny if the balance In undergraduate 
life is to be maintained. He belicv- 
ed that what is needed is a body 
constituted and operated by stu- 
dents which would examine the 
proposed extra-curricular events 
with the purposes of planning a 
just distribution. 

The sfudent, upon entering col- 
lege is assailed by a bewildering 
variety of clubs, organizations, so- 
cieties, social events and musical 
revues. Dr. Smith used the campus 
shows which “would constitute a 
gala Broadway scason" as an cx- 
ample. He felt that the simplest 
problem for the student was find- 
ing enough time to take part in the 
many programs offered. A problem 
particularly affecting Varsity is the 
rivalry between faculties and col- 
leges, which, he sald, “while itself 
a part of the’ strength of the Univ- 
eraity of Toronto, Ieads to over- 
reaching of effort however well 
intentioned. The problem may be-. 


-come, insoluble:in-asuniversity—waith, 


many academic entities.” 

Dr. Smith mentioned the fact 
that many activities are pushed 
into the fall term because of ex- 
aminations in the spring. He felt

The student government on the 
campus comes in for a deal of cre- 
dit, but Dr. Smith pointed out cer- 
tain things regarding the state of 
their extra-curricular activity, “A 
mere aggregation of activities 
should never be taken for a good 
programme. In some cases where 
student organizations are not 
worthy of the university, care 
must be taken to point out that 
self-government jis based on the 
premise of self-discipline. If self- 
discipline is not exercised, self- 
government must be modified" 
President Smith added that he 
belicved some study must be made 
of the problem, with an honest at- 
tempt to answer the questions, 
“What is the purpose of extra-cur- 
ricular activities in the university, 
and what kind of activities should 
be encouraged to fulfill this pur- 
pose?” 

A fundamental answer to the 
first question was supplied by Dr. 
Smith: “Extra-curricular activities 
should be designed to contribute to 
the educational process of any col- 
lege, faculty, or school."

Spain’s Right to UN Membership 
Verdict in Interfaculty Debate

The United Nations must be a 
world organization or it cannot be 
an organization for 
maintaining world peace, With this 
stalement, Bill Donahue and Martin 
Eidinger, dentistry students, suc- 
cessfully upheld the resolution that 
Spain should be given full mem- 
bership privileges in the United 
Nations. They defeated Herb Grey 
and Don Wallace of Commerce, in 
an interfaculty debate held yester- 
day In the Union. 

The purpose of the U.N., stated 
the affirmative is as a center for 
harmonizing the nations of the 
world, and for this reason’ Spain 
should be admitted to the U.N.

As things stand the French Canadians would do 
well to forget their own language and to become 
assimilated into the American culture and behavior 
pattern. Then, at least, they would be competing on 
equal terms with the English speaking workers here 
and in other provinces, M. Duplessis will not allow 
this to happen: 

This, under normal circumstances, would be 
praiseworthy, 

But under the present circumstances it is cruelty 
to impose a cultural structure on a people which 


bears no relation to reality. 


Out ‘of the scores of moving picture theatres in 


this city I have discovered one which shows French 


films. It-is frequented mainly by English speaking 
audiences. In the French section of Montreal the 


‘common practice is to show American films with 


French sub titles or with the French language dub- 
bed in. 

‘The newspaper stands are inundated with comic 
papers, picture magazines, political reports, emanat- 


ing from the United States. Toronto, “the good,” 


seems to offer as its main contribution to Canadian 
literature such edifying journals as “Hush” and 


“Flash.” The’ domestic products are like “Le Petit | 


Journal," unoriginal copies of American style pic- 


. ture newspapers. 


Hugh MacLennan is the only author who has 
succeeded in understanding and interpreting the’ 
Canadian “character” and the problems which it 
involves, In “Two Solitudes” he portrayed faithfully 
and with sensitivity the emotional conflict inherent 
in Anglo-French Canadian relationships, In a later 
book, “The Precipice” he went into further detail 
in the analysis of’ the Cameron family In a small 
Ontario town. The Cameron family, with its strict 
Calvinist background, was reliable, and “full of 
integrity.” Yet integrity of character, although a 
wonderful asset in these troubled times, does not 
add much to the sphere of original and creative 
thinking. 

There is so much in the tradition and natural 
temperament of French Canada, that-should be 
producing a rich and beautiful culture of its own. 
I am convinced that if the artificial injection of 
American culture_into a character which is quite 
alien to it were to be stopped, the Canadian culture 
would come from the Province of Quebec. 

Canadian workers showed some months ago that 
they had minds of thelr own when they went on 
strike at Asbestos, So long as the Province Is de- 
pendent upon foreign capital and employers, who 
treat their workers as if they were easily exploit- 
able assets, there will be more Asbestos incidents, 
and further waste of talent and emotions. 

If, however, the French Canadian can control 
alfairs to the extent of bringing the social environ- 
ment of his existence into conformity with his na- 
tural tendencies and talents, then M. Duplessis' re- 
tention of the form will bè of Inestimablé value, +

“La Locandiera” is a charming 
and vivacious comedy which can

characters. Goldoni, as Moliere, 
has. utilized the traditional ele- 
ments of the ‘Commedia dell’Arte’.

This Is a 
challenge to Mirandoline’s habit 
of being loved at first sight by 
everyone, The whole plot, cen- 
tered on Act II, Is based on the 
thousand tricks which the astute 
Locanditra employs to have the 
proud Chevalier fall at her feet. 

The actors’ playing is at the same 

time very simple and very truth- 
ful: Guy Hoffman plays brilliantly 
the role of Ripafratta. We have 
here a born actor who affirms him- 
self more and more since his mas- 
terly interpretation of “La‘Malade 
Imaginaire"!
